These are key facts in the 
FBI's annual Uniform Crirre 
Reports, a volume of data sup- 
plied by law enforcement agen- 
cies across the nation. 
It was released Monday with a 
message from FBI Director J. 
Edgar Hoover calling for "great 
social action to prevent and a- 
bort more careers in crime." 


The report contained for the 
first time a detailed compilation 
of murders by firearms In all 
states between 1962 and 1967. 
The statistics show a signifi- 
cantly higher incidence of mur- 
der by firearms in states with- 
out strict gun controls than in 
those few that have such con- 
trols — a showing in keeping 


with Hoover's long-time cam- 
paign for federal gun controls. 


One of the most startling sta- 
tistics was the figure on crime 
for the decade, showing an 89 
per cent increase in serious 
crime In the nation since 1960, 
with a rise In crimes of violence 
of "73 per cent. 
Serious crime — there were 
more than 3.8 million serious 
offenses committed — rose 16 
per cent. In 1967 over 1966, the 
report said. Nearly 500,000 of 
these serious 
crimes were 


classified 
as crimes of vio- 


lence. 
Firearms were used in 63 per 
cent of all murders. In 1966, 
gun murders amounted to less 
than half — 47 per cent — of 
all homicides. There were also 


11 per cent more murders last 
year than in the previous 12 
months, the report said. 
The police batting average in 
solving crime fell by 8 per cent, 
and Hoover expressed some 
concern over the reason the 
report gave for the slippage.

of 73 per cent. 
Serious crime — there were 
more than 3.8 million serious 
offenses committed — rose 16 
per cent in 1967 over 1966, the 
report said. Nearly 500,000 of

were 
classified 
as crim es of vio­ 
lence. 
Firearm s were used in 63 per 
cent of all m urders. In 1966, 
gun m urders amounted to less 
than half — 47 per cent — of 
all homicides.

Purchase of the fire truck has 
been contemplated for some 
time, and $5,000 was earmarked 
for it in the budget this year. 
Councilman Rod Senter moved 
last night that Clerk Lillian 
Hagen prepare a notice asking 
bids to be opened Oct. 14. 
But Emery spoke up at that 
point. He wanted to know wheth­ 
e r the new truck was to replace 
one or to add to the city equip­ 
ment.

weapon on you, it probably will 
be a gun. 
These are key facts in the 
FBI’s annual Uniform Crime 
Reports, a volume of data sup­ 
plied by law enforcement agen­ 
cies across the nation. 
It was released Monday with a 
message from FBI Director J. 
Edgar Hoover calling for “ great 
social action to prevent and a- 
bort more careers in crim e/' 
The report contained for the 
first time a detailed compilation 
of murders by firearm s in all 
states between 1962 and 1967. 
The statistics show a signifi­ 
cantly higher incidence of mur­ 
der by firearms in states with­ 
out strict gun controls than in 
those few that have such con­ 
trols — a showing in keeping 


with Hoover’s long-time cam­ 
paign for federal gun controls. 
One of the most startling sta­ 
tistics was the figure on crime 
for the decade, showing an 89 
per cent increase in serious 
crime in the nation since 1960, 
with a rise in crimes of violence 
of 73 per cent. 
Serious crime — there were 
more than 3.8 million serious 
offenses committed — rose 16 
per cent in 1967 over 1966, the 
report said. Nearly 500,000 of 
these 
serious 
crimes 
were 
classified 
as crimes of vio­ 
lence. 
Firearm s were used in 63 per 
cent of all murders. In 1966, 
gun murders amounted to less 
than half — 47 per cent — of 
all homicides. There were also 


11 per cent more murders last 
year than in the previous 12 
months, the report said. 
The police batting average in 
solving crime fell by 8 per cent, 
and Hoover expressed some 
concern over the reason the 
report gave for the slippage. 
He blamed court decisions 
which he said restricted police 
investigative and enforcement 
practices, plus the increase in 
workload for police not related 
to crime, and understrength po­ 
lice forces. 
Seventy-six policemen were 
killed by criminals in 1967. This 
was 19 more than 1966, and well 
above the annual average of 48. 
Firearm s were used in all but 
five of last year’s police kill­ 
ings. 


A total of 7,600 persons were 
shot to death in the United 
States last year, while another 
4,400 died by other means such 
as beatings, stabbings and club­ 
bings. 
Forty 
eight per cent were 
slain by handguns, 9 per cent by 
shotguns and 6 per cent by r i­ 
fles. 
Du r i n g 
the period* 1962 
through 1967, the report show - 
ed, there were 59,015 murders 
of which 58 per cent were gun 
murders. 
Four Northeastern states with 
strict gun control laws had the 
lowest incidence of murder by 
firearms — Rhode Island 34.1 
per cent; New York 34.9; Mas­ 
sachusetts 39.9; and New Je r- 
sery 41.2. 


Other

On the other hand, they backed 
Chief Weeks in the stand that it 
is better to have an extra truck 
in workable condition than to 
discard it when buying a new 
one. 
The lengthy discussion, which 
ranged over fire hazards and 
authority to order unsightly old 
buildings torn down, ended with 
a vote of 4-1 for buying the new 
truck. 
The baseball park light dilem­ 
ma was reported to the council 
by Councilman Elmer Jennings, 
recreation commissioner. He 
said that just before he left on 
a vacation a few weeks ago, a 
group working on the ball par1, 
lighting project reported that a

PRAGUE 
(AP) - President 
Ludvik Svoboda told the Czech­ 
oslovak people today that the 
nation’s liberal course will con­ 
tinue on the path established 
with the January ouster of for­ 
mer President Antonin Novotny. 
The Warsaw Pact troops now 
occupying the country will be 
withdrawn gradually, he said in 
a nationwide radio address af­ 
ter returning from Moscow. 
“ We wish to continue to de­ 
velop a Socialist order, streng­ 
then its humanistic, democratic 
character as expressed in the 
action program of the Commun­ 
ist party and in the declara­ 
tion of the government,” Svo­ 
boda said. 
“ We wish to continue with the 
entire national front to build 
our country as the home of the 
working people. 
‘'From these intentions we 
shall not budge even one step. 
We shall naturally not admit its 
abuse by those to whom the in­ 
terests of socialism are alien.” 
He told of basic agreement 
with the Soviet Union and its al­ 
lies on “ the gradual, complete 
withdrawal” of their troops, and 
added: 
“ Until that time their 
presence is a political real­ 
ity.” As he spoke, Soviet tanks 
were pulling back from strate­ 
gic points in Prague, but they 
remained nearby. 
The Soviet Union announced to­ 
day the Moscow conferees had 
agreed on conditions for troop 
withdrawals “ as the situation 
in 
Czechoslovakia 
normal­ 
izes.” 
Svoboda headed a Czechoslo­ 
vak delegation that held four 
days of talks in Moscow with 
Soviet leaders. 
He and his

As the Democrats go into their quadrennial hoopla in Chicago, 


much of what is transpiring seems to echo the situation at the 
opening of the Republican convention in Miami Beach. The belting 
is heavily on a front-runner —in this case Vice President Humph- 
rey — to win nomination despite vigorous challenges. Speculation, 
accordingly, focuses on Humphrey's probable choice for a running 
mate. 


Many names have been mentioned — including that of Humph- 


rey's chief rival, Senator McCarthy, whom Humphrey says he has 
neither "ruled in nor ruled out." The same phrase was applied to 
Gov. 
John Connally of Texas. Both Connally and McCarthy have 


publicly indicated a lack of interest in the second spot. Experience 
suggests, however, that such disclaimers must be taken with a 
grain of salt. 


Other names frequently mentioned as on Humphrey's high- 


priority list of possibilities are those of R0 Sargent Shriver, 
ambassador to France and possessed of some of the Kennedy char- 
isma and appeal to youth: San Francisco Mayor Joseph Alioto: 
Gov. Richard J. Hughes of New Jersey-. Sen. Edmund Muskie of 
Maine; Atlanta Mayor Ivan Allen Jr.; former North Carolina Gov. 
Terry Sanford; Sen. Birch Bayh of Indiana, a close friend of Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy of Massachusetts (whom Humphrey has said 
he would like on the ticket, but who has flatly declined to be con- 
sidered); Sen. George McGovern of South Dakota, himself a late- 
blooming candidate for the top spot; Sen. Fred Harris of Oklahoma, 
vice chairman of the Humphrey campaign organization. 


One of the wire services reports explicitly that the vice pres- 


ident "has four names written down as his best running mates."' 
These, it says, are Harris, Shriver, Muskie and Hughes, God- 
frey Sperling Jr. of the Christian Science Monitor adds to the list 
of those most likely to succeed the name of former Postmaster 
General Lawrence F. O'Brien. Humphrey's •'campaign coordina- 
tor" — that is to say, campaign manager. O'Brien-'s association 
with the late Sen. Robert F.Kennedy, his record as the administra- 
tion's Congress liaison, his administrative abilities, his close 
friendship with Humphrey, are said to be getting him "serious 
consideration."' 


One may be forgiven for seeing in all this almost a replay of 


the situation prior to the GOP shindig, when a dozen names or so 
were deemed high on Richard M. Nixon's possible running-mate 
list. And it might as well be noted that his final choice, Gov. 
Spiro T. Agnew of Maryland, was not among those who figured 
prominently in such speculation prior to the convention or even 
while it was going on. All of which seems to suggest the wisdom of 
a wait-and-see attitude no matter how persuasive some of the 
current speculation may be.

agnostic sign. A red, straw- 
berry-colored tongue screams 
to be recognized as part of 
the picture of scarlet fever. 


A smooth, magenta 
tongue 


associated with small breaks 
in the corner of the mouth 
suggests the possibility of a 
Vitamin B deficiency. 


Occasionally, 
a f t e r 
pro- 


longed use of some types of 
antibiotics, the black color of 
the tongue suggests a fungus 
infection which usually disap- 
pears a short time after the 
drug is discontinued. 


A sudden swelling of the 


tongue 
called 
angioneurotic 


edema is caused by some al- 
lergy to food, or sensitivity to 
a drug. 


The tongue and the gum 


margins of the teeth are real- 
ly excellent barometers that 
show changes in the adrenal, 
pituitary and thyroid glands. 
Ulcerations and tumors of the 
tongue occur as they do in all 
other parts of the body. Some- 
times, there me deep furrows 
in the tongue which is re- 
ferred to as ;t "geographic" 
tongue. There is no special 
significance to this condition 
other than the fact that the 
appearance may be distress- 
ing. 


S p e e c h defects can be 


caused by a tongue that is 
bound down by a tiny band 
of firm tissue, a 
frenulum 


This can be readily repaired 
and should be done long be- 
fore it interferes with child- 
hood speech 


White 
patches known as 


leukoplakia sometimes appear 
on the surface of the tongue 
and on the inner lining of the 
checks. Thes^ can be caused 
by cigarettes, pipe smoking 
and pcorly fitting dentures. 
They are usually kept under 
observation to see if they en- 
large too rapidly. The tongue 
does speak an eloquent lan- 
guage.

Illustrating

Johnson has not released his 
habit of making political de- 
cisions for 
the Democratic- 


party is the fact that he, almost 
alone, finally decided that the 
Democratic convention should 
be in Chicago, 
Almost everyone else wanted it 
moved to Miami Beach, es- 
pecially the Vice President, 
who has been very unhappy over 
meeting in Chicago. Humphrey 
figures that trouble in Chicago 
is certain to play into the hands 
of the Republicans and their 
campaign charge Uiat the Dem- 
ocrats are soft on crime. 


Moving the convention would 


have eliminated heavy costs for 
duplicate wiringanddecoration; 
also saved around $3 million for 
the TV networks. 
Television 


people are now in a mood to 
play up disturbances outside the 
convention hall as much as de - 
velopments inside the conven- 
tion hall. 


Mayor Richard Daley, "Mister 
Big" of Chicago and proud of 
his home town, was of course 
adamant that the Democrats 
stay put. 
He considered it a 


personal affront that they even 
considered 
moving. Further- 


more, Daley had paid the Dem- 
ocratic National 
Committee 


$400,000 in advance, and the 


Democrats had already spent it. 
Despite all this, Daley would 


have been overruled had it not 
been for LBJ. He made the fi- 
nal decision for Chicago. 
LBJ & HUH 
The President's attitude to- 


ward 
Hubert Humphrey un- 


doubtedly is based upon his 
official decree last April mat 
the administration would re- 
main politically neutral during 
the campaign. 
However, this 


neutrality has leaned so far 
backward that Sen. Eugene Mc- 
Carthy has been given 22 more 
rooms in the Conrad Hilton Ho- 
tel than the Vice President. 
Neutrality has even been car- 
ried so far that not a single 
Cabinet member has made a 
speech defending the adminis- 
tration for fear this would in- 
directly boost Humphrey. This 
is not the Cabinet's idea. It's 
the official decree of the man in 
the White House. 


When it comes to personal 
contacts between the President 
and the Vice President, they 
have become almost nil. This 
is partly because LBJ has been 
spending time in Texas: part- 
ly because HHH has been out on 
the political.hustings. But on 
the few occasions 
that they 


have been together, the Presi- 
dent is inclined to treat Hum- 
phrey, according to one White 
House confidant, the same way 
the Kremlin treats Czechoslo- 
vakia. 
There has been considerable 
resentment not only in the Hum- 
phrey camp but in the Presi- 
dent's official family over the 
fact that LBJ invited Richard 
Nixon to lunch with him at the 
ranch immediately after Nixon 
was nominated. They wish that 
Johnson had not shot from the 
hip. 
He could have waited at 


least a week or so, they say. 
However, it was obvious that 
Johnson was anxious to sell the 
Republican nominee on his pol- 
icy in Vietnam. Johnson knew 
that 
Humphrey privately 
is 


skeptical about this policy, has 
always been privately opposed 
to the bombing of North Viet- 
nam. So LBJ moved immed- 
iately to win over Nixon. Since

Nixon had been a hard-liner 
regarding Vietnam dating back 
to the Eisenhower days, this 
was not difficult to do. 
However, the friendly "Dear 


Dick" 
messages 
have not 


helped Humphrey. On the con- 
trary, they have hurt him deep- 
ly. 


On the surface all this points 
to the possibility that Johnson 
might listen to a birthday draft 
in Chicago and change his mind 
about another term. 


OVERRIDING REASONS 
However, overriding these de- 
velopments there is one all- 
important fact. The President 
made his decision not to run 
after much careful thought. He 
had discussed it immediately 
after his inauguration in Janu- 
ary, 
1965, and never ceased 


talking about it to members of 
his family.The March 31 broad- 
cast was not a spur-or-the-mo- 
ment decision. 


It was based upon the fact 
that he had a massive heart 
attack in the fall of 1955 from 
which he staged miraculous re- 
covery. 
Johnson is realistic 


about his health. He has worked 
harder than any other President 
in the last three decades. His 
work hours extend from 7 a.m. 
until after midnight. He keeps 
going chiefly because he takes 
time off in the afternoon for a 
nap. 
However, he figures he 


cannot continue this indefinite- 
ly. 
Furthermore, as the Presi- 
dent himself says: "The maie 
members of my family have a 
history of strokes. 
My fa- 


ther died of a stroke at 60 and 
so did my uncle. 
I don't want 


to end my life that way. I re- 
member Woodrow Wilson dur- 
ing his last year in the White 
House when he was in a wheel- 
chair., 
For me to risk this 


would not be fair to the nation." 


Despite the trouble in Czech- 


oslovakia, despite the develop- 
ments mentioned above and de- 
spite the cheers of the Demo- 
cratic convention on the Pres- 
ident's birthday, we believe he 
will not change his mind and 
run again.

This includes a mandatory 
student body fee of $10.00, lab 
fees, and text book purchase 
or rental. Not even the books 
are free here. Even elemen- 
tary students must pay a S5.00 
fee for books and purchase all 
supplies to be used during the 
year. Quite adifferent situation 
from that in California. 
So if you child asks for money 
for a school expense, remember 
that you are really lucky. The 
costs are higher elsewhere and 
probably the quality of education 
is lower.

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Sounds Like A Replay 


As the Democrats go into their quadrennial hoopla in Chicago, 
much of what is transpiring seems to echo the situation at the 
opening of the Republican convention in Miami Beach. The betting 
is heavily on a front-runner — in this case Vice President Humph­ 
rey — to win nomination despite vigorous challenges. Speculation, 
accordingly, focuses on Humphrey’s probable choice for a running 
mate. 


Many names have been mentioned — including that of Humph­ 
rey’s chief rival, Senator McCarthy, whom Humphrey says he has 
neither “ ruled in nor ruled out.” The same phrase was applied to 
Gov. John Connally of Texas. Both Connally and McCarthy have 
publicly indicated a lack of interest in the second spot. Experience 
suggests, however, that such disclaim ers must be taken with a 
grain of salt. 


Other names frequently mentioned as on Humphrey’s high- 
priority list of possibilities are those of R. Sargent Shriver, 
ambassador to France and possessed of some of the Kennedy char­ 
isma and appeal to youth; San Francisco Mayor Joseph Alioto; 
Gov. Richard J. Hughes of New Jersey; Sen. Edmund Muskie of 
Maine; Atlanta Mayor Ivan Allen Jr.; former North Carolina Gov. 
Terry Sanford; Sen. Birch Bayh of Indiana, a close friend of Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy of Massachusetts (whom Humphrey has said 
he would like on the ticket, but who has flatly declined to be con­ 
sidered); Sen. George McGovern of South Dakota, himself a late- 
blooming candidate for the top spot; Sen. Fred H arris of Oklahoma, 
vice chairman of the Humphrey campaign organization. 


One of the wire services reports explicitly that the vice p res­ 
ident “ has four names written down as his best running mates.” 
These, it says, are H arris, Shriver, Muskie and Hughes, God­ 
frey Sperling Jr. of the Christian Science Monitor adds to the list 
of those most li.tely to succeed the name of form er Postmaster 
General Lawrence F . O’Brien. Humphrey’s “ campaign coordina­ 
to r” — that is to s.'y, campaign manager. O’Brien s association 
with the late Sen. Robert F. Kennedy, his record as the adm inistra­ 
tion’s Congress liaison, his administrative abilities, his close 
friendship with Humphrey, are said to be getting him “ serious 
consideration.” 


One may be forgiven for seeing in all this almost a replay of 
the situation prior to the GOP shindig, when a dozen names or so 
w ere deemed high on Richard M. Nixon's possible running-mate 
list. And it might as well be noted that his final choice, Gov. 
Spiro T. Agnew of Maryland, was not among those who figured 
prominently in such speculation prior to the convention or even 
while it was going on. All of which seem s to suggest the wisdom of 
a wait-and-see attitude no matter how persuasive some of the 
current speculation may be.

Tell Tale Tongue

STICK out your tongue is 
alm ost always the routine be­ 
ginning of a complete medical 
examination. The appearance, 
color, size and covering of the 
tongue are a quick and re­ 
markable index of good health 
and disease. 
Stick cut your tongue re­ 
mains long in 
t h e 
memory 
of c h i l d r e n 
w h o resented 
t h e 
gagging 
s e n s a t i o n 
when they re­ 
sisted opening 
the mouth for 
t h e 
doctor’s 
view of the in­ 
terior. 
W i t h 
patience a n d 
b e t t e r psy­ 
chological insight, d o c t o r s 
have found many new ways of 
avoiding 
this 
psychological 
“landmark” in the growth of 
children. 
T h e 
tongue 
provides 
a 
wealth of information to the 
physician who has learned to 
use it as a diagnostic symbol. 
Infections, 
lead 
and 
bis­ 
muth 
poisonings, 
hormone 
imbalance, 
nutritional 
defi­ 
ciencies, allergies, t u m o r s , 
dental disorders and birth ab­ 
normalities are only a few of 
the 
conditions 
t h a t 
are 
tracked down from the time 
the patient first says “Ah”. 
It is said that more than a 
hundred different m e d i c a l 
conditions in some way mani­ 
fest themselves in the appear­ 
ance of the tongue. 
Mothers of young infants 
have frequently seen a white, 
fluffy, cloud-like appearance 
of the mouth and tongue. Al­ 
most invariably they call the 
doctor and say “I think my 
baby has thrush” and almost 
always they are right. Thrush 
is a mild fungus infection of 
no s ious consequence and is 
readily cured. 
Sometimes, patients become 
overly concerned when there 
appears to be a series of small 
bumps on the back of the 
tongue. In this day of fear 
of cancer, they cause unnec­ 
essary concern. These are nor­ 
mal, healthy taste buds. 
The color of the tongue is 
of special importance as a di­ 
agnostic sign. A fed, straw­ 
berry-colored tongue screams 
to be recognized as part of 
the picture of scarlet fever. 


A 
smooth, 
m agenta tongue 
associated with small breaks 
in the comer of the mouth 
suggests the possibility of a 
Vitamin B deficiency. 
Occasionally, 
a f t e r 
pro­ 
longed use of some types of 
antibiotics, the black color of 
the tongue suggests a fungus 
infection which usually disap­ 
pears a short tim e after the 
drug is discontinued. 
A sudden swelling of the 
tongue 
called 
angioneurotic 
edema is caused by some al­ 
lergy to food, or sensitivity to 
a drug. 
The tongue and the gum 
m argins of the teeth are real­ 
ly excellent barom eters that 
show changes in the adrenal, 
pituitary and thyroid glands. 
Ulcerations and tumors of the 
tongue occur as they do in all 
other parts of the body. Some­ 
times, there are deep furrows 
in the tongue which is re­ 
ferred to as a “geographic” 
tongue. There is no special 
significance to this condition 
other than the fact that the 
appearance may be distress­ 
ing. 
S p e e c h 
defects 
can 
be 
caused by a tongue that is 
bound down by a tiny band 
of firm tissue, a frenulum. 
This can be readily repaired 
and should be done long be­ 
fore it interferes with child­ 
hood speech. 
W hite patches 
known 
as 
leukoplakia sometimes appear 
on the surface of the tongue 
and on the inner lining of the 
cheeks. Thess can be caused 
by cigarettes, pipe smoking 
and pcorly fitting dentures. 
They are usually kept under 
observation to see if they en­ 
large too rapidly. The tongue 
does speak an eloquent lan­ 
guage.

They are at­ 
tracted by the salaries which 
though not high enough are con­ 
siderably higher than in Idaho 
and other states. 
While at Red Bluff High I 
heard 
parents 
and students 
complain about the cost of stu­ 
dent body cards. I would like to 
offer a few figures which will 
surprise you. Here in Pocatello, 
the entering high school student 
must pay a minimum of $22.00 
in fees before school even be­ 
gins. This includes a mandatory 
student body fee of $10.00, lab 
fees, and text book purchase 
or rental. Not even the books 
are free here. Even elemen­ 
tary students must pay a $5.00 
fee for books and purchase all 
supplies to be used during the 
year. Quite a different situation 
from that in California. 
So if you child asks for money 
for a school expense, remember 
that you are really lucky. The 
costs are higher elsewhere and 
probably the quality of education 
is lower.

CHICAGO— As (he President 
celebrates his 60th tmihday 
today, 
three 
developments 
might conceivably induce him 
to run again. 
On the other 
hand, there is one compelling 
reason to the contrary. 
The 
three developments are: 
1. LBJ has continued to hold 
firm control of the political 
reins of die Democratic party, 
2. The President has given the 
cold shoulder, though perhaps 
inadvertently, to the Vice P re s ­ 
ident. He seem s almost warm­ 
e r toward Richard Nixon than 
towards HHH. 
3. In times of crisis such as 
in Czechoslovakia, the nation 
tends to rally around the man in 
office. 
It was the approaching 
clouds of World War n which 
caused the nation to break all 
previous precedent and elect 
Roosevelt for a third term . 
Illustrating 
that 
President 
Johnson has not released his 
habit of making political de­ 
cisions for 
the 
Democratic 
party is the fact that he, almost 
alone, finally decided that the 
Democratic convention should 
be in Chicago. 
Almost everyone else wanted it 
moved 
to Miami Beach, e s ­ 
pecially the Vice President, 
who has tx»en very unhappy over 
meeting in Chicago. Humphrey 
figures that trouble in Chicago 
is certain to play into the hands 
of the 
Republicans and their 
campaign charge that the Dem­ 
ocrats are soft on crim e. 
Moving the convention would 
have eliminated heavy costs for 
duplicate wiring and decoration ; 
also saved around $3 million for 
the TV networks. 
Television 
people are now in a mood to 
play up disturbances outside the 
convention iiall as much as de­ 
velopments inside the conven­ 
tion hall. 
Mayor Richard Daley, “ Mister 
B ig" of Chicago and proud of 
his home town, was of course 
adamant that the Democrats 
stay put. 
He considered it a 
personal affront that they even 
considered moving. F urther­ 
m ore, Daley had paid the Dem­ 
ocratic 
National 
Committee 
$400,000 in advance, and the 


Democrats had already spent it. 
Despite all this, Daley would 
have been overruled had it not 
been for LBJ. He made the fi­ 
nal decision for Chicago. 
LBJ & HHH 
The President's attitude to­ 
ward 
Hubert 
Humphrey un­ 
doubtedly is based upon his 
official decree last April that 
the administration would r e ­ 
main politically neutral during 
the campaign. 
However, this 
neutrality has leaned so far 
backward that Sen. Eugene Mc­ 
Carthy has been given 22 more 
rooms in the Conrad Hilton Ho­ 
tel than the Vice President. 
Neutrality has even been c a r­ 
ried so far that not a single 
Cabinet member has made a 
speech defending the adminis­ 
tration for fear this would in­ 
directly boost Humphrey. This 
is not the Cabinet's idea. It's 
the official decree of the man in 
the White House. 
When it comes to personal 
contacts between the President 
and the Vice President, they 
have become almost nil. This 
is partly because LBJ has been 
spending time in Texas; part­ 
ly because HHH has been out on 
the politica|.hustings. 
But on 
the few occasions that they 
have been together, the P re si­ 
dent is inclined to treat Hum­ 
phrey, according to one White 
House confidant, the same way 
the Kremlin treats Czechoslo­ 
vakia. 
There has been considerable 
resentment not only in the Hum­ 
phrey camp but in the P re si­ 
dent's official family over the 
fact that LBJ invited Richard 
Nixon to lunch with him at the 
ranch immediately after Nixon 
was nominated. They wish that 
Johnson had not shot from the 
hip. 
He could have waited at 
least a week or so, they say. 
However, it was obvious that 
Johnson was anxious to sell the 
Republican nominee on his pol­ 
icy in Vietnam. Johnson knew 
that 
Humphrey 
privately 
is 
skeptical about this policy, has 
always been privately opposed 
to the bombing of North Viet­ 
nam. 
So LBJ moved immed­ 
iately to win over Nixon. Since 


Nixon had been a hard-liner 
regarding Vietnam dating back 
to the Eisenhower days, this 
was not difficult to do. 
However, the friendly “ Dear 
Dick" 
m essages 
have 
not 
helped Humphrey. On the con­ 
trary, they have hurt him deep­ 
ly. 
On the surface all this points 
to the possibility that Johnson 
might listen to a birthday draft 
in Chicago and change his mind 
about another term . 


OVERRIDING REASONS 
However, overriding these de­ 
velopments there is one a ll- 
important fact. The President 
made his decision not to run 
after much careful thought. He 
had discussed it immediately 
after his inauguration in Janu­ 
ary, 1965, and never ceased 
talking about it to members of 
his family. The March 31 broad­ 
cast was not a spur-or-the-m o­ 
ment decision. 
It was based upon the fact 
that he had a massive heart 
attack in the fall of 1955 from 
which he staged miraculous r e ­ 
covery. 
Johnson is realistic 
about his health. He has worked 
harder than any other President 
in the last three decades. His 
work hours extend from 7 a.m . 
until after midnight. He keeps 
going chiefly because he takes 
time off in the afternoon for a 
nap. 
However, he figures he 
cannot continue this indefinite­ 
ly. 
Furtherm ore, as the P re s i­ 
dent himself says: “ The maie 
members of my family have a 
history of strokes. 
My fa ­ 
ther died of a stroke at 60 and 
so did my uncle. 
I don't want 
to end my life that way. I r e ­ 
member Woodrow Wilson du r­ 
ing his last year in the White 
House when he was in a wheel­ 
chair. 
F or me to risk this 
would not be fair to the nation." 
Despite the trouble in C zech­ 
oslovakia, despite the develop­ 
ments mentioned above and de­ 
spite the cheers of the Demo­ 
cratic convention on the P re s ­ 
ident's birthday, we believe he 
will not change his mind and 
run again.

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Sounds Like A Reploy 


As the Democrats go into their quadrennial hoopla in Chicago, 
much of what is transpiring seems to echo the situation at the 
opening of the Republican convention in Miami Beach. The betting 
is heavily cm a front-runner — in this case Vice President Humph­ 
rey — to win nomination despite vigorous challenges. Speculation, 
accordingly, focuses on Humphrey s probable choice for a running 
mate. 


Many names have been mentioned — including that of Humph­ 
rey’s chief rival, Senator McCarthy, whom Humphrey says he has 
neither "ruled in nor ruled out.” The sam e phrase was applied to 
Gov. John Connally of Texas. Both Connally and McCarthy have 
publicly indicated a lack of interest in the second spot. Experience 
suggests, however, that such disclaim ers must be taken with a 
grain of salt. 


Other names frequently mentioned as on Humphrey’s high- 
priority list of possibilities are those of R, Sargent Shriver, 
ambassador to France and possessed of some of the Kennedy char­ 
isma and appeal to youth; San Francisco Mayor Joseph Alioto; 
Gov. Richard J. Hughes of New Jersey; Sen. Edmund Muskie of 
Maine; Atlanta Mayor Ivan Allen Jr.; form er North Carolina Gov. 
Terry Sanford; Sen. Birch Bayh of Indiana, a close friend of Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy of Massachusetts (whom Humphrey has said 
he would like on the ticket, but who has flatly declined to be con­ 
sidered); Sen. George McGovern of South Dakota, himself a late- 
blooming candidate for the top spot; Sen. Fred Harris of Oklahoma, 
vice chairman of the Humphrey campaign organization. 


One of the wire services reports explicitly that the vice p re s­ 
ident "has four names written down as his best running m ates." 
These, it says, are H arris, Shriver, Muskie and Hughes, God­ 
frey Sperling Jr. of the Christian Science Monitor adds to the list 
of those most likely to succeed the name of former Postm aster 
General Lawrence F. O’Brien. Humphrey’s "campaign coordina­ 
to r" — that is to say, campaign manager. O’Brien's association 
with the late Sen. Robert F . Kennedy, his record as the adm inistra­ 
tion’s Congress liaison, his administrative abilities, his close 
friendship with Humphrey, are said to be getting him "serious 
consideration."

Tell Tale Tongue

STICK out your tongue is 
almost always the routine be­ 
ginning of a complete medical 
examination. The appearance, 
color, size and covering of the 
tongue are a quick and re­ 
markable index of good health 
and disease. 
Stick cut your tongue re­ 
mains long in 
t h e 
memory 
of c h i l d r e n 
w h o resented 
t h e 
gagging 
s e n s a t i o n 
when they re­ 
sisted opening 
the m outh for 
t h e 
doctor's 
view of the in­ 
terior. 
W i t h 
patience a n d 
b e t t e r psy­ 
chological insight, d o c t o r s 
have found many new w ays of 
avoiding 
this 
psychological 
“landm ark” in the grow th of 
children. 
T h e 
tongue 
provides 
a 
wealth of information to the 
physician who has learned to 
use it as a diagnostic symbol. 
Infections, 
lead 
and 
bis­ 
muth 
poisonings, 
hormone 
imbalance, 
nutritional 
defi­ 
ciencies, allergies, t u m o r s , 
dental disorders and b irth ab­ 
normalities are only a few of 
the 
conditions 
t h a t 
are 
tracked down from th e time 
the patient first says “Ah”. 
It is said that more th an a 
hundred different m e d i c a l 
conditions in some w ay mani­ 
fest themselves in the appear­ 
ance of the tongue. 
Mothers of young infants 
have frequently seen a white, 
fluffy, cloud-like appearance 
of the m outh and tongue. Al­ 
most invariably they call the 
doctor and say “I think my 
baby has thrush” and almost 
always they are right. Thrush 
is a mild fungus infection of 
no a io u s consequence and is 
readily cured. 
Sometimes, patients become 
overly concerned when there 
appears to be a series of small 
bumps on the back of the 
tongue. In this day of fear 
of cancer, they cause unnec­ 
essary concern. These are nor­ 
mal. healthy taste buds. 
The color of the tongue is 
of special importance as a di­ 
agnostic sign. A red, straw - 
berry-colored tongue screams 
to be recognised as p a rt of 
the picture a t scarlet fever. 


A smooth, magenta 
tongue 
associated with small breaks 
in the comer of the mouth 
suggests the possibility of a 
Vitam in B deficiency. 
Occasionally, 
a f t e r 
pro­ 
longed use of some types of 
antibiotics, the black color of 
the tongue suggests a fungus 
infection which usually disap­ 
pears a short time after the 
drug is discontinued. 
A sudden swelling of the 
tongue 
called 
angioneurotic 
edema is caused by some al­ 
lergy to food, or sensitivity to 
a drug. 
The tongue and the gum 
m argins of the teeth are real­ 
ly excellent barom eters that 
show changes in the adrenal, 
pituitary and thyroid glands. 
Ulcerations and tum ors of the 
tongue occur as they do in all 
other parts of the body. Some­ 
times. there are deep furrows 
in th e tongue which is re­ 
ferred to as a “geographic” 
tongue. There is no special 
significance to this condition 
other than the fact th a t the 
appearance may be distress­ 
ing. 
S p e e c h defects 
can be 
caused by a tongue th at is 
bound down by a tiny band 
of firm tissue, a frenulum. 
This can be readily repaired 
and should be done long be­ 
fore it interferes w ith child­ 
hood speech. 
W hite patches 
known as 
leukoplakia sometimes appear 
on the surface of the tongue 
and on the inner lining of the 
cheeks. Thesa can be caused 
by cigarettes, pipe smoking 
and pcorly fitting dentures. 
They are usually kept under 
observation to see if they en­ 
large too rapidly. The tongue 
does speak an eloquent lan­ 
guage.

CHICAGO-As the President 
celebrates his 60th birthday 
today, 
three 
developments 
might conceivably induce him 
to run again. 
On the other 
hand, there is one compelling 
reason to the contrary. The 
three developments are: 
1. LBJ has continued to hold 
firm control of the political 
reins of the Democratic party. 
2. The President has given the 
cold shoulder, though perhaps 
inadvertently, to the Vice P re s­ 
ident. lie seems alm ost warm­ 
er toward Richard Nixon than 
towards HHH. 
3. In times of c risis such as 
in Czechoslovakia, the nation 
tends to rally around the man in 
office. 
It was the approaching 
clouds of Worid War n which 
caused the nation to break all 
previous precedent and elect 
Roosevelt for a third term . 
Illustrating 
that 
President 
Johnson has not released his 
habit of making political de­ 
cisions for 
the 
Democratic 
party is the fact that he, almost 
alone, finally decided that the 
Democratic convention should 
be in Chicago. 
Almost everyone else wanted it 
moved 
to Miami Beach, e s ­ 
pecially the Vice President, 
who has been very unhappy over 
meeting in Chicago. Humphrey 
figures that trouble in Chicago 
is certain to play into the hands 
of the 
Republicans and their 
campaign charge that the Dem­ 
ocrats are soft on crim e. 
Moving the convention would 
have eliminated heavy costs for 
duplicate wiring and decoration; 
also saved around $3 million for 
the TV networks. 
Television 
people are now in a mood to 
play up disturbances outside the 
convention hall as much as de - 
velopments inside the conven­ 
tion hall. 
Mayor Richard Daley, "M ister 
Big” of Chicago and proud of 
his home town, was of course 
adamant that the Democrats 
stay put. 
He considered it a 
personal affront that they even 
considered moving. Further­ 
m ore, Daley had paid the Dem­ 
ocratic 
National 
Committee 
$400,000 in advance, and the 


Democrats had already spent it. 
Despite all this, Daley would 
have been overruled had it not 
been for LBJ. He made the fi­ 
nal decision for Chicago. 
LBJ & HHH 
The President’s attitude to­ 
ward Hubert 
Humphrey un­ 
doubtedly is based upon his 
official decree last April that 
the administration would r e ­ 
main politically neutral during 
the campaign. 
However, this 
neutrality has leaned so far 
backward that Sen. Eugene Mc­ 
Carthy has been given 22 more 
rooms in the Conrad Hilton Ho­ 
tel than the Vice President. 
Neutrality has even been c a r­ 
ried so far that not a single 
Cabinet member has made a 
speech defending the adm inis­ 
tration for fear this would in­ 
directly boost Humphrey. This 
is not the Cabinet’s idea. It’s 
the official decree of the man in 
the White House. 
When it comes to personal 
contacts between the President 
and the Vice President, they 
have become almost nil. This 
is partly because LBJ has been 
spending time in Texas; p a rt­ 
ly because HHH has been out on 
the political hustings. 
But on 
the few occasions that they 
have been together, the P re s i­ 
dent is inclined to treat Hum­ 
phrey, according to one White 
House confidant, the same way 
the Kremlin treats Czechoslo­ 
vakia. 
There has been considerable 
resentment not only in the Hum­ 
phrey camp but in the P re si­ 
dent’s official family over the 
fact that LBJ invited Richard 
Nixon to lunch with him at the 
ranch immediately after Nixon 
was nominated. They wish that 
Johnson had not shot from the 
hip. 
He could have waited at 
least a week or so, they say. 
However, it was obvious that 
Johnson was anxious to sell the 
Republican nominee on his pol­ 
icy in Vietnam. Johnson knew 
that 
Humphrey 
privately 
is 
skeptical about this policy, has 
always been privately opposed 
to the bombing of North Viet­ 
nam. 
So LBJ moved immed­ 
iately to win over Nixon. Since 


Nixon had been a hard-liner 
regarding Vietnam dating back 
to the Eisenhower days, this 
was not difficult to do. 
However, the friendly **Dear 
Dick” 
m essages 
have 
not 
helped Humphrey. On the con­ 
trary, they have hurt him deep­ 
ly. 
On the surface all this points 
to the possibility that Johnson 
might listen to a birthday draft 
in Chicago and change his mind 
about another term . 


OVERRIDING REASONS 
However, overriding these de­ 
velopments there is one all- 
important fact. The President 
made his decision not to run 
after much careful thought. He 
had discussed it immediately 
after his inauguration in Janu­ 
ary, 1965, and never ceased 
talking about it to m em bers of 
his family. The March 31 broad­ 
cast was not a spur-or-the-m o­ 
ment decision. 
It was based upon the fact 
that he had a m assive heart 
attack in the fall of 1955 from 
which he staged miraculous r e ­ 
covery. 
Johnson is realistic 
about his health. He has worked 
harder than any other President 
in the last three decades. His 
work hours extend from 7 a.m. 
until after midnight. He keeps 
going chiefly because he takes 
time off in the afternoon for a 
nap. 
However, he figures he 
cannot continue this indefinite­ 
ly. 
Furtherm ore, as the P re si­ 
dent him self says: "T he maie 
members of my family have a 
history of strokes. 
My fa­ 
ther died of a stroke at 60 and 
so did my uncle. 
I don’t want 
to end my life that way, I re ­ 
member Woodrow Wilson dur­ 
ing his last year in the White 
House when he was in a wheel­ 
chair. 
F or me to risk this 
would not be fair to the nation.” 
Despite the trouble in Czech­ 
oslovakia, despite the develop­ 
ments mentioned above and de­ 
spite the cheers of the Demo­ 
cratic convention on the P re s­ 
ident’s birthday, we believe he 
will not change his mind and 
run again.

As a former resident of Red

They are at­ 
tracted by the salaries which 
though not high enough are con­ 
siderably higher than in Idaho 
and other states. 
While at Red Bluff High I 
heard

and students 
complain about the cost of stu­ 
dent body cards. I would like to 
offer a few figures which will 
surprise you. Here in Pocatello, 
the entering high school student 
must pay a minimum of $22.00 
in fees before school even be­ 
gins. This includes a mandatory 
student body fee of $10.00, lab 
fees, and text book purchase 
or rental. Not even the books 
are free here. Even elemen­ 
tary students must pay a $5.00 
fee for books and purchase all 
supplies to be used during the 
year. Quite a different situation 
from that in California. 
So if you child asks for money 
for a school expense, rem em ber 
that you are really lucky. The 
costs are higher elsewhere and 
probably the quality of education 
is lower.

U.S. Competitors To 
Olympics In Mexico 
Ready For Altitude

SOUTH LAKE TAHOE, Calif. 
(AP)—Altitude regardless, UJ3. 
competitors will shine in the 
Olympics at Mexico City in Oc- 
tober. That's the consensus at 
this U.S. Olympic Committee 
Medical Testing Center. 


"A good athlete will be good, 


no matter where he is," says 
Dr. William P. Plummer, com- 
mittee physician. 


Most Olympic hopefuls know 


they need time to adjust to an 
altitude like the 7,349-foot level 
of the stadium at Mexico City. 
To date, more than 200 of the 
nation's track and field stars 
have volunteered for testing at 
this 7,377-foot-high Sierra Ne- 
vada training site provided by 
South Lake Tahoe at a cost of 
$262,000. 
"There's 25 per cent less oxy- 


gen up here," explains Dr. 
Plummer. "An athlete arrives 
with a normal amount of red 
blood cells the oxygen car- 
riers, but his bone marrow im- 
mediately 
begins increasing 


production to compensate." 


Within two to four weeks he 
will develop two to four more 
grams of hemoglobin, Plum- 
mer states, Hemoglobin is a 
protein substance in red blood 
cells essential to oxygen trans- 
port to body tissues. 


The new arrival from lower 


altitude often runs head on into 
oxygen deficit problems when he 
works out. 
If he overdoes it 


in the first four to six days, 
he may experience chest pains, 
nausea, vomiting, 
abdominal 


cramps, dizziness, a, burning 
sensation in the lungs and other 
symptoms, Dr. Plummer says.

Olympics In Mexico 
Ready For Altitude

SOUTH LAKE TAHOE, Calif. 
(AP)—Altitude regardless, U.S. 
competitors will shine in the 
Olympics at Mexico City in O c­ 
tober. That's the consensus at 
this U.S. Olympic Committee 
Medical Testing Center. 
“ A good athlete will be good, 
no m atter where he is ," says 
D r. William P. Plummer, com­ 
mittee physician. 
Most Olympic hopefuls know 
they need time to adjust to an 
altitude like the 7,349-foot level 
of the stadium at Mexico City. 
To date, more than 200 of the 
nation's track and field stars 
have volunteered for testing at 
this 7,377-foot-high Sierra Ne­ 
vada training site provided by 
South Lake Tahoe at a cost of 
$262,000. 
"T here's 25 per cent less oxy­ 


gen up h e re ," explains D r. 
Plum m er. "An athlete arrives 
with a normal amount of red 
blood cells the oxygen c a r­ 
rie rs, but his bone m arrow im ­ 
mediately 
begins 
increasing 
production to com pensate." 
Within two to four weeks he 
will develop two to four more 
grams of hemoglobin, Plum ­ 
mer states. 
Hemoglobin is a 
protein substance in red blood 
cells essential to oxygen tra n s­ 
port to body tissues. 
The new arrival from lower 
altitude often runs head on into 
oxygen deficit problems when he 
works out. 
If he overdoes it 
in the first four to six days, 
he may experience chest pains, 
nausea, 
vomiting, 
abdominal 
cram ps, dizziness, a burning 
sensation in the lungs and other 
symptoms, Dr. Plummer say s.

Within two to four weeks he 
w ill develop two to four m o re 
gram s of hemoglobin, P lu m ­ 
m er states.

“ The duality of school system s 
by race can be expressed in 
Chicago or Detroit, as well as 
in Atlanta or Memphis,” said 
William J . Page J r ., Atlanta 
regional director of the Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education and 
W elfare. 
“ T here’s a crew now assigned 
to work with Northern c itie s ,” 
Page said, suggesting 
this 
might actually make it easier to 
work with Southern school offi­ 
cials. 
In 11 Southern states last fall, 
the number of Negroes in de­ 
segregated classes reached a - 
bout 14 per cent. HEW offic­ 
ials anticipate a “ meaningful” 
increase in that figure this fall, 
but no figures will be available 
until 
well after the 1968-69 
school year begins. 
Page's HEW region includes 
Alabama, 
Florida, 
Georgia, 
M ississippi, South Carolina and 
Tennessee. These states, plus 
Arkansas, Texas, North C arol­ 
ina, 
Virginia, and Louisiana, 


had an estimated 2.9 million 
Negro pupils in school last year. 
An Associated P ress survey 
of

states indicates that 
state and local school officials 
are for the most part coopera­ 
ting in carrying out court d eci­ 
sions and HEW guidelines. 
In scattered areas, prim arily 
in Georgia and M ississippi, lo­ 
cal school system s have chosen 
to give up federal funds rather 
than comply with HEW d esegre­ 
gation proposals.

Spectacular Increase In School 
Integration Predicted For South

ATLANTA, Ga. (AP)— School 
integration across the South is 
expected to increase steadily, if 
not spectacularly this fall, even 
as federal enforcement officials 
begin shifting some of their con­ 
cern from the South to Northern 
cities. 
“ The duality of school system s 
by race can be expressed in 
Chicago or Detroit, as well as 
in Atlanta or Memphis,” said 
William J. Page Jr., Atlanta 
regional director of the D epart­ 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare. 
“ T here’s a crew now assigned 
to work with Northern cities,” 
Page said, suggesting 
this 
might actually make it easier to 
work with Southern school offi­ 
cials. 
In 11 Southern states last fall, 
the number of Negroes in de­ 
segregated classes reached a- 
bout 14 per cent. HEW offic­ 
ials anticipate a “ meaningful” 
increase in that figure this fall, 
but no figures will be available 
until well after the 1968-69 
school year begins. 
Page’s HEW region includes 
Alabama, 
Florida, 
Georgia, 
M ississippi, South Carolina and 
Tennessee. These states, plus 
Arkansas, Texas, North C arol­ 
ina, Virginia, and Louisiana, 


had an estimated 2.9 million 
Negro pupils in school last year. 
An Associated P ress survey 
of these states indicates that 
state and local school officials 
are for the most part coopera­ 
ting in carrying out court deci­ 
sions and HEW guidelines. 
In scattered areas, prim arily 
in Georgia and M ississippi, lo­ 
cal school system s have chosen 
to give up federal funds rather 
than comply with HEW desegre­ 
gation proposals. 
HEW officials point out that a 
school district giving up feder­ 
al funds is still subject to court 
action —brought either by indi­ 
viduals or the Justice Depart­ 
ment — to force school inter - 
gration. 
The 
National Education As­ 
sociation is investigating char­ 
ges that 19 Georgia school sys­ 
tems are firing Negro princi­ 
pals as they desegregate. A re ­ 
port is due in the fall. 
The 
c h a r g e s 
were first 
brought by some Negro educa­ 
tors, who said the Negro prin­ 
cipals were fired so that local 
school systems would not have 
Negro educators in positions at 
authority over white teachers 
or white pupils. 
The U. S. Supreme Court has 
ruled that freedom of choice, 
under 
which students select 


their schools, is no longer ac* 
ceptable if other ways — suchas 
geographic zoning — would re ­ 
sult in more complete integra­ 
tion. This has not eliminated all 
freedom of choice plans. 
On Aug. 20, the 5th Circuit 
Court of Appeals in New O r­ 
leans refused to order imme­ 
diate speed -up of school dese­ 
gregation in 40 parishes and 
counties of Louisiana, M issis­ 
sippi, Georgia and Texas where 
the Justice Department and Ne­ 
gro plaintiffs 
contended 
that 
freedom of choice plans perpe­ 
tuated dual school system s. 
The Circuit Court ruled that 
district 
courts 
should make 
findings of 
fact 
in individual 
cases. Judge Minor Wisdom of 
New Orleans wrote that the 
only desegregation plan that is 
constitutional is one that works.

The Executive Suite

NEW YORK (AP>—Restless­ 
ness is Increasing in the execu­ 
tive suite, where once a man 
rose step by step, slowly and pa­ 
tiently absorbing the attitudes 
of the firm, eventually even 
reaching the top spot if his lad­ 
der was long enough. 
But look what’s happened: 
one-fifth of today’s corporate 
heads, aside from the “ birth 
elite” who landed in the job be­ 
cause of family ownership, have 
spent less than three years with 
their company. 
Rather than having come up 
through their company’s ranks, 
they have climbed the ladder in 
one or more companies and 
then leaped sideways and slight­ 
ly up to their present job or to 
the jobs just below it. 
This, in the terminology of 
Dr. Eugene Emerson Jennings, 
is leveraging, and by 1970, he 
estimates, 
every 
corporate 
president will have leveraged 
at least once and that 60 per 
cent will have leveraged twice. 
Leveraging is just one of the 
tools executives use in today’s 
strenuous climb to the top, a 
route Jennings feels “ is one of 
the most rigorous that we have 
devised except for the presides 
cy.” 
Jennings Is an authority, no 
question about it. In fact, he is 
to many THE authority, having 
written “ The Mobile Manager," 
a handbook that charts and com­ 
puterizes the study of routes 
to the top, and other books on 
torn executive mind and emo­ 
tions. 
He is, first of all, a Michigan 
State professor. But he is also a 
practicing psychologist, a corp­ 
orate consultant, an executive 
counselor. 
He has spent 20 
years questioning and examing 
executives and their habits and 
traits. 
In today’s 
mobile 
society, 
Jennings explains, a man often 
leverages when his upward 
route is blocked by a slow 
moving superior or when he 
makes a grave mistake he feels 
cannot be overcome. 
Today’s executive, he has 
found, considers himself a pro­ 
fessional rather than an em­ 
ploye, a man whose talents can

be transferred from one corpo­ 
ration to another if necessary. 
He is less tied by feelings of 
corporate loyalty. His loyalty 
is to his profession. 
As a result, Jennings feels, 
leveraging will increase and job 
contracts and other binds to a 
corporation may grow less pop­ 
ular in the near future. To Jeito 
nings this is healthy. 
By contrast, he points to the 
shelf sitter, the man who has 
been blocked and passed by in a 
corporation. 
Once known as a 
shelf sitter, a man isn’t likely 
to get a nod anymore than a 
housewife is likely to pick up a 
can of baked beans that has 
been at the dusty rear of the 
shelf for a year. 
Shelf sitters are shopworn. 
Generally at some time in their 
careers they resisted change, 
resisted new ideas, only to find, 
Jennings says, that they were 
resisting a tidal wave. “ They 
were washed aside by men who 
could control change with new 
ideas.” 
Ideas, 
says Jennings, are 
what management purchases to­ 
day. 
The man who can sell 
ideas, spell them out and then 
stand behind them is in great 
demand. But shelf sitters resist 
them. For this they pay dearly. 
“ The greatest penalty in the 
corporation is paid by the closed 
mind individual,” Jennings be- 
lieves. Naturally he dislikes his 
job and doesn’t do it well. His 
home life is hurt, and his body 
too. 
“ People who don’t like 
their job get old quickly. They 
regress. 
They oversubFcribe 
to such things as sleep and 
alcohol.” 
Can the shelf-sitter be dust-

ed off? Can he resume his pro­ 
gress in a company? 
Some­ 
times, but it’s difficult, Jet* 
nings feels. “ No management 
group is more difficult to teach 
than a bunch of shelf sitters.” 
Do they have a future? Yes, 
in leveraging. 
“ A shelf sitter in one compa­ 
ny can be a standout in another. 
His weaknesses don’t travel as 
fast as his strengths,” Jennings 
has found, and so, apparently, 
have many of today’s highly 
mobile and leveraged top execito 
tives.
